DESERT 


The quail in this particular sec­ 
tion of the desert are limited. H unt­ 
ers from the big city have discover­ 
ed that there are a few flocks here, 
hence a sudden influx of Sunday 
hunters bent upon 
exterminating 
these. 
Last Sunday was like an old- 
fashion Fourth of July. 
That there 
are any quail surviving is only be­ 
cause of poor marksmanship. 
Two 
weeks ago, Sunday, 1 counted eight­ 
een shots within the space of a few 
minutes; last Sunday 1 counted twen­ 
ty-six within half an hour. 


There 
are 
sections 
where 
quail multiply rapidly and these 
localities are natural areas 
for 
hunting within, but conditions 
are different here; the food sup­ 
ply is limited hence 
a limited 
number of quail. 
W ater is lo­ 
calized, forcing the birds to go 
to well known spots for water. 
Some hunters have discovered 
this fact and their fun becomes 
a slaughter rather than the sport 
of a gentleman. 


Only one solution is possible now 
that this section has come to the at­ 
tention of hunters and that is to 
have this district permanently closed 
to hunting. 
I believe that the In­ 
dian land is closed to hunters and 
that the penalty is quite severe for 
violation. 
If the government and 
private lands are closed then the few 
quail left will have a chance to sur­ 
vive and multiply. 


Quail are easily tamed, a lit­ 
tle feed, care not to 
frighten 
them and they will soon 
be 
waiting in the yard for you to 
appear with food. If you are 
careful they will pick up grain 
thrown about your feet. A vis­ 
itor will alw ays remember live 
quail feeding in the dooryard 
while a dead quail served at din­ 
ner is soon forgotten. T he ques­ 
tion is, are we going to allow a 
few unscrupuluous non-resident 
hunters 
who 
become 
almost 
vicious in their enthusiasm 
to 
shoot a limit of quail, to take 
this form of wild bird life from 
the residents and their visitors? 


O ur native desert quail 
is 
the 
Gambel Quail (Lophortyx gambeli) 
which has been able to live success­ 
fully under desert conditions. 
The 
California quail (Lophortyz califor- 
nica) is found along the 
western 
mountain slopes and in the canyons. 
This species seems to be gaining a 
foothold along the western edge of 
the desert floor. 


Tw o w-eeks ago the 
quail 
were plentiful about our home; 
they came up for food regularly 
and were quite tame. Since that 
first hectic Sunday of shooting 
I have seen one quail about and 
it seemed in a great hurry 
to 
leave. 
Last Sunday was worse 
titan the one before and not one 
quail has come up for food since 
then. 


W herever I meet persons the topic 
of the insignificance of man in com­ 
parison to the greatness of Nature 
is brought up. 
It seems to 
be 
a 
standard thing to say that Man is 
so insignificant in much the manner 
that the thought is in style and it is 
proper to parrot, “I feel so insigni­ 
ficant when looking at the moun­ 
tains” or any other feature that hap­ 
pens to be on the landscape. W ell, 
to be perfectly frank I have never 
felt that way as I do not think that 
thought expresses the idea. 
W hat 
one really feels is the greatest of re­ 
spect for Nature, the vastncss and 
intricacies of her realm and a futility 
in trying to solve many of her mys­ 
teries. 


But progress is being made, to 
what objective I am unable to 
guess but if nothing more is ac­ 
complished than the conquering 
of the host of superstition in­ 
flicted upon the human race it 
will be worth while. 
Nature 
has been on the job for billions 
of years; Man has been on the 
job for possibly a few hundred 
thousands. ■ O f those only a few 
thousand are covered by writ­ 
ten records; of that time 
only 
several hundred have been com­ 
paratively free of theological 
prejudices; of that time it is only 
the last generation that toler­ 
ates the idea that one may delve 
into the mysteries of 
Nature 
and still maintain a position of 
theological respectibility. 


Man is not insignificant. 
Rather 
it is the resourcefulness of Nature 
that gives that impression. Man 
solves one problem but in doing so 
causes a multitude of other to arise.

who are the 
real producers of ail wealth in Am er­ 
ica. are left unaided: and we let over­ 
production, uncontrolled, 
run 
ram ­ 
pant. bankruptcy is the result. 
It has been proven in the past that 
producers can’t 
regulate 
their own 
production, which ie illustrated by a 
farm er who once attended a commun­ 
ity meeting, and when he returned 
home his wife asked him what was 
accom plished; whereupon he replied 
the neighbors had 
all 
agreed that 
each would plant only ten acres of 
potatoes. 
Then 
the farmer 
said to 
his wife. “ This will be fine for the 
twenty acres we will plant." 
People In the business of handling 
farm ers’ products, from the farm to 
tile consumer, are 
middlemen, and 
not producers of wealth. 
They must 
profit from the turn-over of the farm ­ 
ers’ products. 
When these products 
are cheap, the middle-men can make 
no profit, and consequently cannot 
pay decent wages to their employes. 
They are also forced to reduce the 
number of their employes, to the det­ 
riment of all lines of business. 
But when the products of the soil 
bring a good price, 
all 
middle-men 
can get a good margin of profit from 
the turn-over, and 
they 
prosper as 
well as their employes. 
So wise was this administration in 
curtailing farm ers’ production, which 
put the 
farm ers 
on 
Easy 
Street. 
Therefore, no matter how many oppo­ 
sition politicians, who cannot distin­ 
guish a plow from a wheelbarrow, or 
how many subsidized big newspapers 
condemn the A.A.A., it has saved our 
farm ers from bankruptcy, and lias al­ 
so saved the foundation of America. 
How easy it U for men who do not

The S anitary Board of the Palm 
Springs Sanitary D istrict, R iverside 
County, California, does ordain as fol­ 
lows: 


Section 1. 
DEFINITIONS, 
(a). For 
the purpose of this A rticle the word 
"garbage” shall be held to include 
and m ean kitchen and table refuse, 
leavings and offal, swill, and also ev­ 
ery accum ulation of anim al and vege­ 
table and other m atter th a t attends 
the preparation, consum ption, decay 
or dealing in or storage of m eats, tish, 
fowls, birds, fruits and vegetables. 
(b). The term "w aste m atter” shall 
include and be held to m ean crockery, 
bottles, tin cans, metal vessels, trim ­ 
mings from lawns and flower gardens, 
pasteboard boxes, berry boxes, rags, 
paper, straw , sawdust, packing m ate­ 
rial, shavings, boxes, ashes, and all 
rubbish or other refuse. 
Section 2. 
UNLAW FUL TO DUMP 
OR BURY. 
No person, firm, or cor­ 
poration shall dump, place or bury in 
any lot, land or street, or in any alley, 
or in any w ater or w aterw ay, w ithin 
the lim its of the said Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict, any garbage, w aste 
m atter, m anure, or other deleterious 
or offensive substance condem ned by 
the 
S anitary 
Board 
of 
the 
Palm 
Springs Sanitary D istrict or the au ­ 
thorized representative of said Board. 
Section 3. 
UNLAW FUL TO PE R ­ 
MIT 
GARBAGE 
OR 
R E FU SE 
TO 
COLLECT. 
No person owning or oc­ 
cupying any building, lot or prem ises 
in the said Palm Springs S anitary 
D istrict shall suffer, allow or perm it 
to collect and remain upon said lot 
or prem ises any garbage, waste m a­ 
terial or m anure. 
Provided, however, 
that this provision shall not be con­ 
strued as interfering w ith 
building 
under a building perm it, or wood n eat­ 
ly piled for kitchen or household use. 
Section 4. BURNING GARBAGE OR 
MANURE. 
No garbage or m anure 
shall be burned in the open air w ithin 
the lim its of the said Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict. 
No w aste m atter 
shall be burned upon any street, alley, 
park, w aterw ay or public place w ithin 
the lim its of the said Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict. 
No w aste m atter 
which shall, 
in 
burning, 
cause 
or 
create a dense or offensive sm oke, 
shall be burned in the open air upon 
any prem ises within the lim its of the 
said Palm Springs S anitary D istrict. 
Section 5. 
GARBAGE CAN AND 
R EFU SE RECEPTACLE, 
(a). E very 
tenant, 
lessee or occupant of any 
prem ises where garbage is created in 
the said Palm Springs S anitary Dis­ 
trict shall provide upon such prem ­ 
ises, in a suitable place, one or m ore 
galvanized metal garbage receptacles, 
with tight fitting galvanized 
m etal 
cover, for receiving and holding all 
KnrlmKB crtmt«cl upon nuuli proinlmiM 
betw een th e tim es of collection and 
removal. 
Every tenant, lessee or oc­ 
cupant of any prem ises in the said 
Palm Springs Sanitary D istrict w here 
w aste m atter is created, shall, w here 
necessary, in addition to the garbage 
receptacle, provide upon such prem ­ 
ises, in a suitable place, one or m ore 
receptacles, acceptable to the Sanitary 
Board of the Palm Springs Sanitary 
D istrict, to contain all w aste m atter 
which 
m ay 
accum ulate 
upon 
such 
prem ises betw een rem ovals. 
All such 
receptacles shall at all tim es be lo­ 
cated in such places as to he readily 
accessible for removing and em pty­ 
ing the sam e, but shall not be placed 
w ithin th e lim its of any street, or 
alley w ithin the lim its of the said 
Palm Springs Sanitary D istrict, u n ­ 
less by direction of the Sanitary Board 
of said D istrict or its authorized rep ­ 
resentative, or anyw here so as to con­ 
stitute a nuisance. 
(b). In all cases of disputes or com ­ 
plaints arising from or concerning the 
place w here the garbage, m anure or 
w aste m atter receptacles 
shall 
be 
placed w hile awaiting the rem oval of 
their contents, the S anitary Board of 
the Palm Springs Sanitary District, or 
the authorized representative of said 
Board, shall forthwith designate the 
place, and such designation shall be 
final. 
Section 6. 
CAN MUST BE K EPT 
CLEAN. 
All garbage and w aste m at­ 
te r receptacles shall be kept 
in 
a 
clean and sanitary condition by the 
owner or person using the same, and 
garbage receptacles shall be 
kept 
tightly covered at all tim es except 
when 
garbage 
is 
being 
deposited 
therein or removed therefrom , and 
shall at all tim es he proof against the 
access by flies to the contents thereof. 
Section 7. 
GARBAGE MUST BE 


PLACED IN CAN. 
All garbage shall 
be placed in the garbage receptacle 
required by Section 5 of this Ordi­ 
nance. 
Garbage may be wrapped in 
paper before placing sam e in the gar­ 
bage receptacle. 
All waste m atter 
shall be placed in the receptacle pro­ 
vided for said waste m atter. 
It shall 
be unlawful for any person to place 
or cause or perm it to be placed in any 
such garbage vessel, tank or recep­ 
tacle, any substance other than gar­ 
bage. 
Section S. REMOVAL OF MANURE. 
Every owner, lessee, tenant, or occu­ 
pant of any stable, barn, stall, pen or 
apartm ent in the said Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict in which any horse, 
cow, barnyard fowls, o r other anim als 
are 
kept, or of any place 
where 
manure or urine from such anim als 
accumulates, shall at all tim es keep 
or cause to be kept the said stable, 
barn, stall, pen, apartm ent o r place, 
and the appurtenances thereof, in a 
cleanly and wholesome condition. 
Section 9. 
MANURE BIN. 
Unless 
all 
m anure 
accum ulating 
on 
any 
premises in the said 
Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict be removed daily, 
boxes or receptacles of a design and 
construction acceptable to the Sani­ 
tary Board of the Palm Springs Sani­ 
tary District shall he provided by each 
owner, lessee, tenant or occupant of 
said places, and said boxes or recep­ 
tacles shall he used only for the pur­ 
pose of containing the accum ulation 
of said m anure and shall be kept tight­ 
ly closed at all tim es except 
when 
m anure is being placed therein or re ­ 
moved therefrom , and in no instance 
shall m anure he so placed in such 
boxes or receptacles in such a m an­ 
ner as to prevent the tight closing of 
the lid. 
Said boxes or receptacles 
shall be proof against access to the 
contents thereof by flies.

tents of said boxes or receptacles shall 
be removed as often as filled, or more 
often if so required by the Sanitary 
Board of the Palm Springs Sanitary 
D istrict or the authorized representa­ 
tive of said Board. 
Section 10. 
WHO MAY COLLECT 
GARBAGE AND REFU SE, 
ta l. The 
collection, removal and disposal of all 
garbage, waste m atter and 
m anure 
shall be performed by such person, 
persons or corporations as are 
li­ 
censed by the Sanitary Board of the 
Palm Springs Sanitary District, and 
no other person, firm or corporation 
shall engage in such business of col­ 
lection, removal or disposal 
unless 
licensed so to do by the said Sani­ 
tary Board. 
(b). 
The Sanitary Board of the 
Palm Springs Sanitary D istrict may 
let contracts or en ter into agreem ents 
with qualified and responsible persons, 
firms or corporations, or with a re ­ 
sponsible person, firm or corporation, 
for the removal of garbage,

m atter and m anure in accordance w ith 
the provisions of this ordinance, and 
may license such person, firm or cor­ 
poration to conduct the business of 
such collection and disposal.

for collection, and such other term s 
and conditions as m ay be deemed ad­ 
visable. Each such licensee shall give 
a bond payable to the Palm Springs 
Sanitary

$1,000.00 conditioned for the faithful 
perform ance of the duties imposed by 
this O rdinance and the term of any 
contract or agreem ent entered 
into 
with the said S anitary Board. 
(c). 
It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to rem ove 
or convey or to cause or perm it to be 
removed or conveyed 
any 
garbage 
upon or along any public street or al­ 
ley or other public place in the Palm 
Springs Sanitary D istrict: 
provided, 
however, th at the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to any person 
in the employ of the said D istrict or 
the Sanitary Board of said D istrict, 
who shall be assigned by the said 
Sanitary Board to rem ove any gar­ 
bage o r waste m atter or to any per­ 
son, firm or corporation whom 
said 
Board has licensed a n d /o r with whom 
the said Palm Springs Sanitary Dis­ 
trict has entered into, or m ay here­ 
after enter into, a contract for the col­ 
lection and removal of garbage and 
waste m atter, or to any employee of 
such contractor during such tim e as 
such contract shall be in force.

The Sanitary Board of

so to do, call for bids and let the con­ 
tract to such responsible person as 
shall bid the lowest sum to he paid 
by the residents of th e Palm Springs

as shall bid the highest price to be 
paid to the Palm Springs Sanitary 
District for the privilege of collection 
and removal of garbage and waste 
m atter.

It shall be unlawful 
for any person other than the owner 
of said receptacle herein provided for 
garbage or for w aste m atter, or any 
officer or employee 
of

ployee of the person, firm or corpora­ 
tion holding a co n tract with the Sani­ 
tary Board of said D istrict for the col­ 
lection, removal and disposal of g ar­ 
bage, to interfere in any m anner with 
any such garbage vessel, tank or re­ 
ceptacle. 
Section 13. 
DEAD ANIMALS. T he 
bodies of any dead anim als within 
the lim its of the Palm Springs Sani­ 
tary D istrict shall be prom ptly 
re­ 
moved to such place as may be desig­ 
nated by the S anitary Board of said 
District or the authorized representa­ 
tive of said Board. 
In case the owner 
of any such dead anim al is known, 
said owner shall pay the cost of re­ 
moval of such dead anim al. 
In case 
the owner of such dead anim al is not 
known, the occupant or ow ner of the 
premises upon which such dead ani- 
mul is found shall pay the charges 
for removal, or if found upon any pub­ 
lic street, park, or alley, in said Dis­ 
trict, the said D istrict shall pay for 
the removal of said dead anim al. The 
Sanitary Board of said D istrict shall 
fix the charges to be made by the col­ 
lector for the rem oval of dead animals. 
It shall be unlaw ful for any person, 
firm or corporation to place the dead 
body of any dead anim al in any street, 
park or alley w ithin the lim its of the 
Palm Springs Sanitary District. 
Section 14. 
SANITARY INSPEC­ 
TION OF PREM ISES. 
The Sanitary 
Board of the Palm Springs Sanitary 
D istrict or its duly authorized repre­ 
sentative shall visit all prem ises w ith­ 
in the limits of the said D istrict from 
time to tim e to exam ine the sanitary 
conditions of said prem ises to deter­ 
mine w hether th e provisions of this 
ordinance are complied with, and shall 
report to the said Board all violations 
of this O rdinance and all places where 
garbage,

should be removed.

T here are few cloudy days 
betw een M arch and November, and 
the clear golden sunsets on the Veldt 
are wonderful. 
Salisbury is a modern town with 
wide streets and parks, bright all the 
year around w ith flowerbeds and flow­ 
ering trees and shrubs.

M iniature earthquakes — so slight 
th a t they can be noticed w ithin 
a

being used by scientists for the de­ 
tection of hitherto unknown fields of 
•oil and natural gas in California. 
Sensitive seism ographs record 
the 
earth vibrations caused by th e explo­ 
sion of sm all charges of dynam ite in 
shallow holes. 
Skillful interpretation 
of the seism ographic records brings 
to 
light 
definite 
inform ation 
on 
w hether or not untapped fields of oil 
and natural gas m ay lie far beneath 
th e surface.

m odern 
m ethod 
has

found extrem ely valuable in instances 
w here there 
w ere no surface geo­ 
physical indications th a t oil or natural 
gas is to be found in that locality. 
R ecent discoveries of new fields 
by 
m eans of these scientifically planned 
m iniature earthquakes include 
new 
fields at M ountain View, Buena Vista 
Lake and Sem itropic, all of which are 
in the San Joaquin Valley. 
A c o m p r e h e n s i v e p r o g r a m o f n a t u r n l 
gas pipeline construction is now be­ 
ing undertaken by gas companies in 
S outhern California to tie in these im­ 


portant newly-discovered gas and oil 
fields in th e San Joaquin Valley with 
main transm ission lines which trans­ 
port this modern fuel over 200 miles 
from K ettlem an Hills to Los Angeles, 
according to H. C. McAllister, division 
m anager of the Southern California 
Gas Company. 
"Projects costing nearly three-quar­ 
ters of a million dollars and employ­ 
ing several hundred m en are 
sche­ 
duled for completion within the next 
two 
m onths," Mr. M cAllister said. 
These will augment th e already ade­ 
quate supply provided 
by 
existing 
transm ission facilities for peak 
de­ 
m ands in Southern California during 
the coming winter and for the future. 
One line will tie in the Mountain 
View field with the m ain trunk line 
near the Grapevine. T he new line, 22 
miles in length, will be of 10-inch 
welded pipe. 
Other projects include a 6-mile 10- 
inch feeder from the new Buena Vista 
Lake gas well, to tie in with main 


t r a n s m i B s J o n 
l i n e a n e a r T a f t ; 
a 914- 
mile link from Semitropic-Buttonwil- 
low gas field, to be constructed of 12 
and 10-inch pipe; and 25 miles of 


10, 6 and 8-inch parallel line from 
K ettlem an Hills Field to Fresno and 
Visalia via Lemoore. 
The M ountain View field, near B a­ 
kersfield. is a narrow strip about four 
m iles in length, w ith 95 producing 
wells. T he new line will have a capa­ 
city of 15,000,000 cubic feet a day and 
will play an im portant part in m ini­ 
m izing w astage of gas in this field, 
as well as augm enting already ade­ 
quate reserves of gas from older fields. 
The B uena Vista Lake line will tie 
in with th e Ohio Oil Company’s dis­ 
covery g as well, w hich is capable of 
a steady production of 8,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day. 
Sem itropic field, fu rth er north, 
in 
th e San Joaquin V alley near W asco, 
w as discovered M arch 8th of this year 
when S tandard Oil Company com plet­ 
ed a gas well a t 3,200 feet. 
Subse­ 
quent to this discovery the area be­ 
cam e active, and to date 17 gas wells 
have been completed and approxim ate­ 
ly 
3,000 
acres 
are 
considered 
as 


p r o v e n . 
T hese new fields have made large 
additions to reserves of natural gas 
fields of th e state.
